Such is the manual exerciſe in general, which, 
however uſeleſs many of the motions are in them- 
ſelves, gives the ſoldier a omen if in — his 
nreocy. 

A prodigious . has of late years been 
introduced in the manual exerciſe, which the preſent 
mode of drawing up the battalion has pointed our. 
The motions of the old exerciſe were ſo wide, that
